And that 

ſoul ſuffers not 'onely Derriment but Ecernall Damnation, 

that will attempt to poſſeſs an Eſtate by ſo unlawfull means 

as Rebellion againſt Superior Powers, and the Laws by 
themeſtablishr, | 
I'remember one of the greateſt Peers of Ireland { werr- 

worth , late Earl of # #/dare ) deiir'd my opinion concer- 

ning the apparition. of a Spirit which hanted him not 

| long before his laſt ſicxnes , and the aduice ir gaue thins. 

Some circumſtances which were obſcrned by his vertuous 

Lady and others as well as himfelf, made his ſtory very 
credible to mee :' bur his aſſuring that the ſpirit /neuer re- 
commended'to himiRepentance of his Sins, or reflexions 

npon'the Vncertainty of this world, or any other thing 

for| the good of his Soul., and thart-it onely exhorted :him 

to mind Tempordll affairs, and to reſtore his Family-1o its 
ancientgreatnes, made mee ſuſpet ( as Iio)d him) ir was 

no' good ſpirit that appear'd to him ; nay a worſe one thati 

that of Dzues ;;for this deſired that ſom would preach to 

his Brethren againſt the vyanitics of this world , that'did 

the quitecontrary. And, rruly, a Spirit that would moue 

men to reſtore their Friends and Families to the Seats and 
Splendor of their Anceſtors by violating the Laws of the 

Land, muſtbe of the ſame nature. 

' Therefore Dearly-Beloned , 1:coniure you -carnelſtly 
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Dne Who tenders your faluation As his own , and beli- 
eues hee muſt render to God an Account for your Souls) 
to bear with Patience this Croſs which Chriſt has shared 
with you. Faint not vnder ſo light a Burthen ; hee carries 
the heauieſt part : Hee was innocent, you are guilty; Hee 
ſubmitted himſelf voluntarily , you muſt ſuffer unauoida- 
bly. Bce ſpiritually wiſe then, and maxe a meritorious vir- 
tue of this happy neceſſity. Lexnot the vain hopes of ber- 
ter Times, or the deſire of paſſing a short Moment ſome 
thing more commodiouſly plunge you into the intolera- 
ble miſeries of Hellfire for all Eternity. Loſe not the 
ſolid Subſtance of true Happines for an ayery shadow; 
the fruits of Faith for a groundlesFancy. You haue loſt your 
reall Eſtates, let not Imaginary ones fool you out of your 
Duty and the recompence which God- has promiſed ſuch 
as will patiently expect it. Reſiſt mantully againſt thoſe 
deceitfull temptations, and build not Caſtles in the ayre. I 
ſay deccitfull; for of all Temptations Hope, if not well 
grounded, is the moſt dangerous: In others, a man runs 
the hazard of being deceiued by the Deuill and outward 
appearances; but when hee has once entertain'd Hope , 
both vngrounded and alſo of falſe Goods, he wi!l moſt 
certainly be deceiu'd by himſelfe; and the more, by how 
much hee is in this cale confident and affur'd that hee 
intended himlelf no preiudice, but anaduantage. Againſt 
the fair words and promiſes of others wee are armd by 
the lu{picions and cautions wherewith nature and Expe- 
rience has furnisht us: but againſt that fair proſpe&t of 
diſtant Goods within our view, wherewith wee pleaſe 
and entertain our thoughts, repreſented rather by our 
fond wishes than by.any probability of releef, there is no 
defence. wiſedom is naturally the ſafeſt Guard againſt ſuch 
an inbred Enemy lying in a cloſe ambush in our own 
breaſt ; but ( alas ! ) thoſe inordinate affeftions to worldly 


Things paint them to our deluded Imagination in ſuch gay 


and liucely colours of Hope, and ſo eaſily attainable, when 
there isno ſuch thing , that the wholſome Maxims of wi- 
ſecdom are ſtifled in our paſſion, and Folly (which now has 
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got the rains) drines the wilt blindly head Tony Into rhe? 
dangerous precipice of oucr-late and fruitles Repentance., ? 
Thar therefore which I principally aym at, is, ro root out 
of your hearts this deluſiue Hope, as the chiefeſt obſtacle 
of our happines in the next world, and of our content in 
this; which isaptto entice whole nations to their ruin, and 
laſtly, isthe moſt mouing Temptation to make weak Souls 
breax the beſt Orders of the world,and infringe the moſt 
ſacred Lawsof Chriſtianity and Conſcience, 

You will ſay that were zt not for Hope , Heart Would break: 
Nor will I deny that Chriſtian Hope is the moſt comfor- 
table cordiall for afflicted ſouls ; That Hope, I fay , which 
is grounded upon Divine Faith of an cucrlaſting Inheri- 
tance : Hope that does ſecure as well as promiſe, poſſeſſion : 
Hope that makes us deſpiſe all Temporal! Happines , and 
erecting the Soul to take her flight towards Heauen , makes 
her at her taking her riſe, ſpurn the;ſubie& Earth. Let this 
Hope replenisht with all ſolid ſatisfations , bee your com- 
fort, not that empty one of poſſeſſing eſtates already diſ- 
poſed of, whoſe flashing glimpſes has daſeld your eyes, and 
deluded you for ſo many years. Do but lay it once to heart 
how great the diſproportion is between a Temporall and 
an cuerlaſting Inheritance,and it will quickly cheer up your 
Spirits, and wean your wills from that fond propenſion 
wee arc ſtill apt to retain to what was once our own, 


though wee xnow it could neuer long continue ſo. The 


longeſt liver that ener was ſince rhe Creation , did not-ar- 
riue to cnioy the world a thouſand years; and , put caſe 
euery man did ſo, yet it would ſignify little or nothing to 
ſuch as {till long to continue it, becauſe the preſent time, 
( or to ſpeak more properly , 1»/tant) fills us but with ſor- 
row for the time that's pait, and with perplexity for the 
future. Thoſe noble Souls who fix their Hopes and Thou- 
ghts upon Heauen, do from that height look down un- 


*moud' upon the viciſlitudes of ſublunary affairs, and the 


ſtorms of ſubie& Fortune ; and tis onely thoſe weaxer . 
ones that degenerate from the Excellency of their ſpiri- , 
tuall Being , who are shock't with the lols of a peece of

L.and which God xnows they had not rightallowd' them 
by the courſe of nature to enioy aboue a moment : And 
that t00 ſuch a moment , that on it E'ternity depends: A 
moment on whoſe well or ill spending is grounded the 
determination of our finall and euerduring ſtate, cither 
of Salvation or Damnation. Can wee then bee ſo ſtupid' 
as to milspend this precious Moment , and the time which 
God's mercifull Providence has allotted us to prepare 
for death, and purchaſe the Kingdom of Heauen,in ſighing 
and ſolliciting for a pittifull parcell of earth ; and thar, 
becaule wee hope to paſs our dayes as our Anceſtors did 
theirs, in more plenty and folly than now wee can? This 
argues want of courage aſwell as Chriſtianity. Oe 501119 
forti patria eſt , ſayes the Roman Orator. If the conſtant 
man maxes cuery Country his own , queſtionles a Chriſtian 
ought not bee ſo ſet upon any worldly Inheritance as to 
indanger his ſure Title to Heauen and the eternall loſs of 
his Soul for the enioyment of lo uncertain a Settlement. 
Perhaps ſome may conceit this doctrin too ſublime for 
the Layty , and more proper for Monks and Hermits than 
for marricd men who are bound in Duty and Conlcience 
to prouide for their wiues, Children and Families. Bee not 
ſeduced, Dearly Beloned, by ſuch ſpecious miſtaxes or 
falſe ſuggeſtions : The Layty isas much obliged to praftice 
Chriſtian Virtues as the Clergy, and married men ought to 
loue their Neighbours and ſuffer patiently tneir own Croſ- 
ſes, aſwell as Monxs and Hermits. Some Euangelicall 
Counſells and works of Supererogationare peculiar to the 
Eccleſiaſticall ſtate, but God's Commandements are proper 
toall Chriſtians. I do not pretend that Lay-men are bound 
to ſell their Lands and yolJuntarily embrace that Pouerty 
which Religious Orders profeſs; but I muſt maintain that 
they are obliged in conſcience to ſubmit to Providence, 
and to bear patiently the forfeiture of their PoſſcNons, 
without diſturbing the Publix peace or the Priuate Rights 
of ſuch as enioy them by virtue of de Laws of the Land, 
They may haue recourſe to the Cours of Iudicature and to 
His Ma”* Iuſtice and Mercy , but not to any other Tribunal 
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Though the ancient PraQtice of Gods Church bee a ſuffi- 
cient and molt conuincing proof of this Truth , yet it were 
not amils to confirmit witha reaſon deduced from the par- 
ticular auerſion which God hath to Rebellion, and Diſtur. 
bers of Gouernment. Soucraigns are the Images of God, 
as wee maylay, according to his Prerogatirie : Nor does their 
Soul onely naturally reſemble him as hee is a Spirit , but 
their Soueraignty and Office repreſent him under a Ciuill 
or Politique notion, ashee is Supreme Lord and Maſter of 
his Creatures. As ſure as hee is King of the whole Vniuer- 
ſe, lo lurcly they are his Vice-Roys in their reſpective dil- 
tricts. And can wee think y*this Great King will look on 
thoſe with any other eye than as on Traytors who dilobey 
and rebell againſt his Vice-Roy? Does not the Order of the. 
world plainly inform us that euery Superiour Power re. 
ſents the contempt ofa Subordinate one , as avilitying his 
own, which inſtituted ir, and in virtue of which it acts? Or 
can wee think that God is not more offended when we 
diſregard him under that character and Title , than when 
wee commit other Sins:Do not wee lee that it ſtands with 
good reaſony: ſublunary Kings paſs by ſome dilreſpes and 
indignitics whichreflet upon them in other regards, wi- 
thour infliing very ſeucre punishments on the offenders; 
Bur ſuch Traaſgreflions as touch their Supremacy or Power 
of goucrning , are accounted 7reaso7! , and punisht with 
the utmoſt ofall Temporall Ills, Death? And this is the rea- 
ſon why Idolatry is ſo-hainous in the fight of God, becauſe 
it dethrones him who is King of the whole creation, and 
ſettsup an vſurper in his place, to receiue that incommu- 
nicable honour, which is ſo iuſtly and properly his. Ap- 
plying this then wee $hall find that when ſubicQs rebel! 
againſt their King or his laws, they contemn God, who ap- 
pointed them his officers ro rule his world , according to 
his Attribute of Supreme Lord and Maſter; becaulc Kings, 
as ſuch,repreſent God's Soueraignty, and are in that regard 
| his Images as well as his Anoinred; and who ſo cuer con- 
remns the Image, contemns the Prototype ; Tis the Known 
\DoQtrin of thole of our Profeſſion that wee ought to ho- 
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nour the former for the later's ſaxe; they onely therefore 
thar hold no diſtintion between an 7aze and an Idoll 
may take an o»#brage at this doctrin, but the very grain and 
genius of our Religion obliges us to it ſtrongly , and leaueg 
us no power to unrawell that ty of inviolable obedience 
to our Earthly Soveraigns which is ſo manifoldly inter. 
woucn in our very Chriſtianity. The ſumme of all is this, 
that ſince Diſobedience to our King neceſſarily implies a 
_diſobeying God , 'tis euidently conſequent that wee can 
haue no more right to rebell againſt him than againſt God 
himſelf; and that, ſince God has ſo eſſentiall a hatred againſt 
ſin asnot to conſent wee should commit the leaſt veniall 
one , though by ſo doing wee should conuert and faue the 
whole world, how canit be imagin'd that heewill allow 
of (o greatacrime as rebellion upon any ſcore , euen 
of maintaining Religion or converting Souls, much leſs 
upon that meer Temporall motiue of ſauing or regaining 
aa Eſtate ? 

And now, Dearly-Beloned , give mee leaue to exhort 
you in Chriſt's name, who is the Author and earneſt Re- 
commender of that beſt Soul-ſaving Virtue of Charity,and | 
in God's name as hee is the Soueraign Gouernour and Di- | 
{polerof the Vyorld , not to look with a maligngng and- 
ſpirefull eye upon your Proteſtant Neighbours as V lurpers 
of Eſtates, but as placedin Poſſcfſionof them by the King 
who is God's Vicegerent,and conſequently byGod himſelf; 
as allo to conſider y* the Diuine Goodnes doing cuer what 
is beſt for the ſpirituall good ofhis Creatures, if they maxe 
right uſe of it, his holy Intemtion was by permitting your 
Temporall loſſes, to lay more effeftuall means for the fal- 
vation both of theirs and your own Souls. Conſider that 
their Souls are by creation the Images of God aswell as 
yours; for which reaſon alone, were there no other , you 
ought to loue and honour them, and pray for their Con- 
vetfion ; which doubtles has been God's deſign in this 
creat Revolution: In doing which you haue God's own 
word ( and who woulidnot taxe his ſecurity), t'is impoſi- 
bleyou-sheould bec lolers if you practile the doin you. 
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rofeſs and wee teach. If any of them bee harsh to you; 
an it patiently ; if charitable , bee thankfull. I know 
there are many of them pitty your condition, and offer to 
compound for your claym, notwithſtanding their Poſſeſ(- 
fion and the Legality of their Title. I now alſo that cuery 
man isapt to conceit himſelf to bee the beſt Iudge of his 
intereſt ; bur gine mee leaue , who ought to haue no other 
bur the good of your Souls , and am equally concern'd 
for the Saluation of all , ro wish with all my heart you did 
agree and live together in true Chriſtian Brotherly Chari. 
ty , leſt your Diſſenſion cauſe your damnation; as it muſt 
incuitably if it arriue to that height as to break that moſt 
excellent virtue, withour which all others are dead, / as 
wanting that which onely giues life to all the reſt) and bear 
no fruit of merit towards the attainment bf Heauen, 
Vyhart a happy man $should I eſteem my felf if by my 
prayers and endeauours I could contribute any thing to fo 
pious a work , and ſo proper for one of my calling? what 
pains and dangers would I not undergo? How willingly 
wouldlI leaue the contentmens and conueniencies I at pre- 
ſent enioy in the beſt Climate and Country of Chriſten- 
dom, to liue'in that leſs.happy ſoil, not ſo fayorable to 
men of my profeſſion ? I shall not value any inconyenien- 
cies if you giue mee the leaſt encouragement by recciuing 
cheerfully and heartily my aduice in this preſent matter, | 
which concerns ſo neerly the good of your Souls and the 
peace of that Kingdome. I flatter my ſelf, and I hope, not 
vainly, with expecting your ready inclinations for ſo ne- 
ceſſary 3 relolution , and ſo becoining perſons of your 
principles : and therefore reſting in this confidence I will 
make no farther delay, but prepare my le)f ( as I hopeI 
haue you by this letter ) for ſo Chriſtian and meritorious 
a work. Notwithſtanding this only is my deſign , I fear, 


that if in order therunto I should once more implore and 


obtain with my Lord Licutenants allowance a Iuſtice of 
the peace his warrant for ſecuring a notorius malef:or 
(though a Friar by profeſſion ) falſely pretending papal - 


prinileges,of not being queſtioned for his adulteries, rapes, 3

ſedition,exating moneys by counterfeit Bulls as the ſup- 
poſed Vicar Apoſtolixs Collector, and his Keeping a Com- 
munity of vicious yagabonds , upon poor peoples charges, 
under the name and pretext of Religious Nouices , I fear, 
I ſay, if I should inalegal way indeuor to haue ſuch ſcan- 
dals and ſeditions punished by the Kings authority, it will 
be repreſented again to the Parliament of England as an 
exerciſe of foreign iuriſdiction , and be made the ground 
of an other perſecution. 

Howeuer I conjure you moſt earneſtly, thatiFany should 
endeauour to teach you any doftrin contrary to this which 
Igine here under my hand, and amready to ſeal with my 
blood, you will looknpon them as Vvolues, whatſoeuer 
their profeſſion or habit ſeem to be. You haue had expe- 
rience of ſom Preachers who pretend great zeal to God 
and the Kings ſernice , andyet, at the ſame time Rebellion, 
and Murthers were proou'd againſt them. Theſe are the 
menyou muſt not giuc ear to , nor conuerſe with, left 
you bee infeted with their Dofrin 2nd peruerted by their 
Example. Hear and follow the Paſtors who are anſwerable 
to God for your ſouls, not mercenary hirelings to whom 
the care of them does not properly belong. And yet if 
either theſe, orl,oran Angell from Heauen should go 
about to perſuade you that it is lawfull to moleſt your 
Proteſtant neighbors, or defraud them of their goods, or 
enter upon their poſſeſſions by any means or method 
which the Law ofthe Land doth not allow , giue them 
no credit, but let them bee to you as an Arathema. God 
of his mercy grant you light to ſee, ſtrength to bear, and 
atruly wiſe Chriſtian Prudence to husband and make that 
excellent aduantage of your ſufferings which God's All- 
ſceing Vviſedome ordaind them for. In the 7argon of .
